Verrrry interesting: The later 348's, the ones with the 
sinle-ended tubes, do apply that negative voltage to the 
grid three of the 6SA7 converter.

Apparently the designers wanted to limit the gain of this 
stage. I'd leave it alone, as I'm not smart enough to 
second guess the gain structure of such a finely crafted 
receiver.

What you need is a "Boehme Keying Head"....I operated one usually 

one day a week on duty at WEK, the CAA's Overseas Foreign Aeronautical 
Communication Station in New Orleans....We put out a meteorological 


broadcast like that aired by WBR 70, Miami, Fl. but not as extensive.... 
It went out first 15 minutes via FSK Rtty then same data was broadcast 
on CW the remainder of each hour....The FSK was wide shift 60 WPM.... 


At WEK, we used a Kleinschmidt perforator which took some getting 

used to - you could not rest your fingers on the keys because it would 
garble....You had to hold your fingers above the keys which was very 
tiring on the shoulders, etc....We fed the tape into a tall plastic trash 
can 

and when it was full, we fed it, by hand, backwards into a second trash 
can so that it would feed out properly into the keying head....We had to 
monitor the outgoing code and if a garble, we had to stop the tape and 
read the tape by sight and send a correction on a hand key....If£ the 
garble was undecipherable, we substituted X's for the garbled 
characters.... 


Sorry, didn't mean to get strung out....The Boehme Keying Head has 
a variable speed motor and a speed meter for adjusting the speed.... 


I wish you luck on finding one of those keying heads....They certainly 


must be rare these days....
